' Sold Shoes for B. IJoyd & Co., of This City— 


Was In Baaluem Once With Captain 


Cole GillUan—Went to Ironton and, 


Started In to Shoveling Dirt—HI* 


Rapid Rise—Millionaire Now. 


How many people in Portsmouth to 


day remember Emerson .McMillin, th& 
New York millionaire gas king? Ifc ha; 
been leaa than thirty years since he 
tried to sell shoes for R. Lloyd & Oo 
As with everything elae he had tried up 
to that time, he did not make a success 
as a salesman, and a few months was 
sufficient to find him looking around 
for another job. 


Perhaps the one man most intimately 


acquainted with the wanderer .at tha1 
time was Oapt. Cole Gilliland. 
They 


were born and raised in the same .com- 
munity, on the edge of Jackson anc 
Gallia counties. 
McMillin enlisted in 


a West Virginia regiment to which 
Capt. Gilliland was attached. It was 
this army friendship that kept the two 
men tcgsthar for several years. 
After 


the close of the war they formed 
partnership and opened up a general 
store at MoArthnr. 
McMillin soon 


withdrew and backed by a Wellston 
capitalist opened np a big store at Ber- 
lin, O. It soon failed, and it was there 
that Oapt. Gilliland secured a position 
for him with R. Lloyd & Oo., of this 
city. 


It was only a short time afterwards 


that MoMillin wrote him from Ironton 
begging the loan of $8 with which to 
purchase a book agents' 
prospectus. 


From the tone of his letter Capt. Gilli- 
land knew he was completely disheart- 
ened and really feared the restless spirit 
within him might lead to suicide. 
He 


intimated something of the sort in his 
letter. It .was only a few days until 
Oapt. Gilliland was""6alled to Ironton 
on business. 
He was anxious to fcave 


an interview with the prospective book 
agent. 
( 


In front of the old Sheridan honsa a 


large force of workmen were engaged 
in putting in gas mains. 
Down in the 


ditch, shoveling dirt like a Trojan, the 
captain found the would-be book agent 
who had written to him for the loan of 
$3. That was the turning point in the 


. career of Emerson McMillin. 
He de- 


clared to his friend that he ha'9' taken a 
new track, i Ho did not want to borrow 
a cent and had abandoned the idea of 
becoming a book agent. 
He had not 


turned over a new leaf, but threw the 
whole book away and started in - on a 
new volume, 
Prom the day Emeraon 


MoMillin announced his determination 
to be a new man and went to work 
shoveling dirt, his rise has been phe- 
nomenal. 


MoMillin was always a student, but 


his education was received entirely out 
of college walls. 
He was a scientific 


investigator and soon came to be recog- 
nized as one who knew more about gas 
making than any of the old gas men. 
He was soon made superintendent of 
tho Ironton gas works, and his investi- 
gations along the line of gas and iron 
making soon attracted attention from 
eminent authorities. 
He was made 


manager of the Lawrence and other 
iron works. 
Later he became inter- 


ested in a number of small gas plants 
throughout the state, and in 1883 he 
left Ironton and settled in Oolumbus, 
where he was tendered the manage- 
ment of the Oolnmbns gas company. 
He revolutionized the gus industry at 
this time and was soon known aa the 
"cheap gas man." 


To his broad and 
comprehensive 


study of social economies, no less than 
to his generous heart nnd keen sense of 
justice are duo the profit-sharing sys- 
tem now in operation at.the Columbus 
gas works. Economic students through- 
out the country and educational insti- 
tutions, notably the Chicago university, 
are watching with lively interest the 
outcome. 
Twelve years ugo the com- 


pany began in an indirect way to share 
profits with tho employes. In 1805 the 
present indirect method was adopted. 
When Mr. MoMilliu assumed charge of 
tho works intemperance was a serious 
obstacle to good service. The man who 
never tasted spirituous liquor until he 
was thirty threw a bomb-shell into this 
bacchanal comnmnifcy in the shape of a, 
placard stating that tho employe who 
indulged iii liquor during working 
hours would forfeit his position. 
The 


entrance gate to the works was put 
under strict surveillance. No man was 
allowed to pass ont during working 
hours without special permit. Old em- 
ployes were disposed to treat the edict 
as a hngo joke. 
But they wore not 


slow to discover that beneath tho gen- 
ial, sympathetic personnel of the new 
manager was a will of iron. 
Some of 


the oldest, most valued men 
were 


sacrificed to the common good. 
This 


drastic measure eventually revolution- 
ized the works and assured faithful, 
devoted services. 
A second difficulty 


was to keop the men at work. Tho in- 
tense heat, especially in summer, not 
only incited great thirst, but invited 
truancy. 
Often half the force would 


disappear for several hours or a whole 
day. 
It was necessary to employ an 


official at an annual salary of §1,200 
to hunt up the men, keep them at work 
or find a substitute. 
To obviate this, 


Mr. McMillin conceived the idea of 
offering a premium or bonus to each 
man in proportion to the amount of 
service rendered. 
The working year is 


divided into four quarters of ninety 
days each. 
To the man who worked a 


full quarter was given a premium of 
§10. 
If he put in four full quarters he 


was allowed at the end of the year 
an additional §25, 
making a total 


premium of §65 for 360 days' work. 


The effect was instantaneous. When 
compelled to lay off each ajan found hi 
own substitute.' 
The $1,200 offioia 


was dispensed with. 


When it became known in 1891 tha 


there was a door-plate in Wall etree 
bearing the name of Emerson MoMil 
lin & company, bankers, wise acres de 
clared that the successful' manager o 
gas companies should stick to the ga 
business and flgbt clear of the gal 
bags' kingdom. Now they realize tha 
the "cheap gas man" knew what h 
was about and bnilded better than h 
knew. 
The firm deals chiefly with ga 


and railway companies—their fican 
cieiing. It is an independent organiza 
tion for the financiering of large invest 
ments. 'Ie is not subject |o the bank 
ing laws. 
When Mr. McMillin lef 


Oolnmbns, June, 1891, with his bank 
ing project on paper, he thought if h 
could get a capitalization of f 1,000,00 
it would be a big thing. 


To date the banking house of Emer 


son Mc&Iillin & company has finance' 
properties representing capitalization 
upwards of §40,000,000. 


The highest testimony to the natural 


conservative and intelligent method 
by which the business is conducted i 
the fact that in no .instance has tb 
corporations represented by this grea 
sum of money failed to realize in every 
particular the expectations and repre 
sentations of the firm and its patrons 
Scarcely a large investment now seek 
Wall street without coming directly o: 
indirectly' to the MoMillin banking 
aouse. 
The most profitable deal it ha; 


made was that of the W.elsbaoh Com 
mercial company, by which was cleared 
more than $300,000. In bringing this 
about Mr. MoMillin worked nineteen 
lours a day for more than two months 


The success of the banking house was 


augmented greatly by the Internationa 
renown its founder achieved through 
;he successful launching of the Eas 
Sivcr Gas company of Long Island 
Oity, which supplies gas to New York 


ity through a tunnel under the Easi 


river. 
Mr. MoMillin not only origi 


nated the idea but enlisted, through 
the confidence he had won from the 
most conservative financiers, the' co- 
operation that made this gigantic en- 
erprise practical. 
As an engineering 


'eat the tunnel, even up to the day oJ 
ts formal opening, was declared by 
many able engineers an impossibility. 
Though the troublous, seemingly in- 
inrmountable obstacles arose, enough

sult* at the Polls Elsewhere. 
Chicago, April 7.—The mayoraUty 


election resulted in a decisive victory 
for the Democratic party, its candidate 
H'arriean having more votes than all 
the o>tiher candidates combined. 


The feature of the election was the 


strength shown by Harlan. He ran 
second to Harrison, -and although an 
independent with no organization be- 
hind him, be secured more votes than 
the 
regular 
Republican 
candidate, 


Judge Nathaniel Sears. 


Ono thing that helped Harlan great- 


ly was that Sears was looked upon as 
being the nominee of the Republican 
machine, which has grown unpopular 
In the ranks of the Repxiblican party. 
Harlan secured a heavy vote from men 
who would have voted for the regular 
Republican nominee had It not been 
that they wished to express their opin- 
in-on of the machine. 


He drew some voltes from the Demo- 


cratic party, 'but not many, the main 
part of his strength coming from the 
Republican voters. The vote of Hes- 
Ing was largely from the Germans and 
came from both parties. He was the 
nominee of the Gold Democralts, al- 
though he went before the people on a 
business men's platform. 


The Democrats had an excellent or- 


gamizatlan, their campaign was ham- 
died -well, and as the Republican ranks 
were hopelessly split, the result was 
nevfcr in much doubt, although Harlan, 
Sears and Hesing all claimed that they 
could not be beaten. 


The leaders of the Republican ma- 


chine were not quite as hopeful as they 
claimed to be, and it is said,on excel- 
lent authority tbait Sears was quietly 
traded for Roy O. "Wesit, the Repub- 
lican candidate for city attorney.

Carter H. Harrison is the son and 


namesake of .the late Mayor Harrison, 
who was assassinated 
during

closing days of the world's fair. The 
popularity of his father was an im- 
mense advantage to the 'mayor-elect in 
his campaign and contributed 
to the 


victory. Mr. Harrison is 37 years old 
and has never before held a political 
office. He was educated at Heidelberg 
and Yale.
